Area Man Convicted, 
Faces Life Sentence 


David Shipe, a former Grayling resident 
and current Houghton Lake area resident, 
was convicted of first degree crimina 
sexual assault by a jury trial in 46th Circuit 
Court here that ended Thursday, Feb. 27. 

Shipe has 20 days to appeal the guilty ver- 
dict. Judge Alton Davis revoked bond and 
Shipe is currently in the Crawford County 
Jail awaiting sentencing or an appeal. The 
maximum penalty for first degree criminal 
sexual assault is life imprisonment. 

Shipe was found guilty of the crime in- 
volving a boy, who was Seven years old at 


the time of the reported. offenses. The 

prosecution was handled by Crawford 

County assistant prosecutor David Sabin. 
Testimony included experts from the 


' University of Michigan and the Traverse 


City Maple Clinic. The Antrim County 
Department of Social Services and the 
Michigan State Police investigated the case. 

Shipe, 30, also has charges pending in- 
volving a first degree criminal sexual 
assault involving a younger boy. 

The investigation of the offenses began in 
May, 1985. 


Residents Oppose Adult 
Foster Care Home Set 
For Sherwood Forest 


An application to place an adult foster 
care home in Sherwood Forest in Grayling 
Township is being opposed by residents in 
the subdivision and surrounding area. 

A petition signed by 92 residents indicated 
opposition to the adult foster care home for 
four reasons: 

1) Property purchased in Sherwood 
Forest Subdivision was sold as being a 
“restricted subdivision,”’ thereby causing 
higher property values. 

2) Restrictions indicate that family 
dwelling is to be single-family unit only. 

3) The restrictive covenant states that a 
dwelling is not to be used for any commer- 
cial and/or rental purposes whatsoever. 

4) The facility would be in violation of 
existing water and/or septic requirements. 

The property owners felt their legally 
recorded property restrictions would be 
violated and asked that the adult care foster 
home application be denied. 

Their petition and reasons were sent to the 
Bureau of Regulatory Services for the Mich- 
igan Department of Social Services which 
ruled there was no basis in the complaints to 
deny issuing a license for a four-person 
adult foster home care at 6624 Friar Tuck 
Lane. 

James Quigley, director for the Division 
of Adult Foster Care Licensing, stated that 
the Michigan Supreme Court recently ruled 
that adult foster care home was occupied by 
a single family and used for residential pur- 
poses. The court also held that an adult 


foster care home could not be considered a 
business or commercial use of property. 

Quigley said that the applicant’s septic 
system must be inspected and approved by 
either the Crawford County Health Dept. or 
the Michigan Dept. of Public Health before 
a license is issued. 

Quigley said the area property owners op- 
posing the application have 30 days to ap- 
peal the decision by the bureau not to deny a 
license because of their complaints. 

The application for the adult foster care 
home was made by Janie Ventline on Dec. 
11, 1985, Licenses can not be issued unti} 45 
days after the application is filed. The 45- 
day waiting period has expired but the 
license for the foster care home has not yet 
been issued. 

Grayling Township conducted a public 
hearing on the adult foster care home appli- 
cation last Thursday. Grayling Township 
Clerk Monica Ashton said although the 
township has no say in the matter, the town- 
ship board held the meeting out of courtesy 
to township property owners. The township 
asked representatives from the Department 
of Social Services to attend the meeting to 
answer questions. 

Agnes Green and Tom Kozba, DSS Adult 
Foster Care Licensing consultants, present- 
ed the department’s position at the meeting 
attended by about 30 persons. Of the 30 per- 
sons, 29 were opposed to the application and 
one person, Ms. Ventline, was in favor.

The City of Grayling 
will install and maintain the playground.

State Legislators 
Back No-Kill Protest 


A resolution to rescind a recent Natural 
Resources Commission ruling placing no- 
kill on the AuSable was going to be intro- 
duced in the state legislature Tuesday, 
March 4, at 10:30 a.m. by Senator Connie 
Binsfeld, according to Pete Stephan, head of 
the Committee To Oppose Catch-and- 
Release. 

Stephan said both Binsfeld and State 
Representative Ralph Ostling have pledged 
support for the Committee To Oppose Catch- 
and-Release. 

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners voted 6-0 to join in opposing the 
new no-kill rule on the mainstream, and the 
local Democratic Party has also indicated 
‘support, Stephan said. 

The AuSable River Property Owners 
Association has given money to the non- 
profit Committee To Oppose Catch-and- 
Release, and U.S. Senator Bill Schuette has 
indicated an interest in supporting the 
group, Stephan said. 

Stephan said he is scheduled to attend the 
Grayling Sportsman Club meeting March 
5th to ask for their support. He’s also going 
to a Michigan United Conservation Clubs 
meeting to ask for their support. Stephan 


said the MUCC has said in the past they 
would oppose any additional no-kill regula- 
tions. 

Donations and support for the Committee 
is coming from all over, Stephan said. They 
have received donations from Alabama, 
Florida, Washington, the Flint area, Grand 
Rapids, Mason County, and Bloomfield 
Hills. State Representative Dick Allen, from 
the Thumb area, also dalled Stephan and 
expressed interest in supporting the group 
because of support from his constituents. 

The Committee To Oppose Catch-and- 
Release still plans on filing for an injunction 
in Circuit Court to halt the no-kill rule from | 
going into effect the last Saturday of April. 
Stephan said both Binsfeld and Ostling said 
they would join the list of plaintiffs on a 
petition seeking the injunction. 

The Committee plans a public hearing 
Wednesday, March 26, 7 p.m. at the Ameri- 
can Legion to update the public on their ef- 
forts. 

The group also plans to publish a news- 
letter distributed through the Crawford 
County Avalanche by late March. They will 
be contacting local and state businesses to 
advertise in the newsletter. 


Guilty Jury Verdict 
1st in Feiony Trial 
In More Than 3 Years

The guilty verdict in the recent David 
Shipe case was the first guilty verdict 
delivered by a Crawford County jury in a 
felony trial in more than three years. 

On Feb. 23, 1983, a Crawford County jury 
in 46th Circuit Court found a person guilty of 
breaking and entering a vehicle — a felony 
offense. Since then, there have been four 
jury trials involving felony charges in Craw- 
ford County, and the jury delivered a not 
guilty verdict in each one. 

On Oct. 9, 1985, a jury here found a person 
not guilty of criminal sexual assault first 
degree. 

On Oct. 16, 1984, a jury here found a per- 
son not guilty of a felony charge of larceny 
in a building. 

On Aug. 5, 1983, a jury here found a person 
not guilty of a charge of kidnapping and not 
guilty of a charge of criminal sexual assault 
first degree. 

On June 2nd, 1983, a jury here found a per- 
son not guilty of criminal sexual assault 
third degree. 


During 1983-85, there were three other 
jury trials in Crawford County involving 
high court misdemeanors or civil cases. 

On May 9, 1984, a jury here found a person 
noi guilty of criminal sexual assault fourth 
degree — a high court misdemeanor. 

On July 10, 1985, a jury here found two 
persons not guilty of negligence. 

On May 16, 1985, a jury here found two 
defendants guilty of negligence that caused 
an injury and awarded $35,000 in damages to 
the plaintiff. 

In District Court in Crawford County, the 
jury verdicts have come out even the last 
two years with four not guilty verdicts and 
four guilty verdicts. 

On Nov. 6, 1985, a jury here found no cause 
for action in a civil suit against a person who 
owned a dog who allegedly bit someone. 

On March 28, 1985, a jury here found a per- 
son not guilty of a charge of assault and bat- 


tery. 

On Feb. 7, 1985, a jury here found two 
defendants not guilty in a civil suit concern- 
ing house and property damages. 

On March 15, 1984, a jury here found no 
cause against a business in a complaint 
about auto repairs. 

On Oct. 24, 1985, a jury here ruled in favor 
of the plaintiff in a case concerning truck 
repairs. 

On Sept. 19, 1984, a jury here found a per- 
son guilty of a charge of 0.U.I.L, 

On May 17, 1984, a jury here found two 
persons guilty of using an artificial light 
with firearm in possession, 

On Feb. 16, 1984, a jury here found a per- 
son guilty of impaired driving — 2nd of- 
fense, no proof of insurance, and no regis- 
tration. The original charge included a 
charge of O.U.I.L. and jury opted for the 
lesser charge of impaired driving. 


The cost for a three-day jury felony trial 
can be as much as $1,200 for juror fees and 
mileage. On a felony trial as many as 100 
jurors may be contacted and about 75 report 
to the courthouse. For reporting to the 
courthouse and going through the selection 
process, each person usually receives at 
least $7.50 for a half day of juror fees plus 
mileage. For the 7 to 14 persons who are 
selected as jurors, they receive $15 plus 


- mileage for each day they serve. 


During 1983-85, eight Circuit Court jury 
trials went the full route in which the jury 
delivered a verdict. In those three years, 
seven jury trials were aborted before the 
final verdict — the defendant either agreed 
toa plea bargain, the case was dismissed, or 
the parties agreed to a settlement. But even 
in the aborted triais, persons were called in 
for jury duty and had to be paid. Sometimes 
the trials went into the third day before the 
jury was dismissed. 

In District Court the last two years eight 
jury triais went the full route. Four jury 
trials during the two years were aborted.

Review

The first nice days of the 
spring season bring on a 
yearning for more. As the 
days lengthen and the 
weather warms, I look for- 
ward to seeing those har- 
bingers of spring - the first 
robin and the first woodcock 
of the season. 

Although I am not very 
serious about it, I do enjoy 
birdwatching or ‘‘birding”’ 
as it is called. Being able to 
identify various species by 
sight or song is rewarding, 
and for some a profession. 

Often, I think of an instruc- 
tor I had as a student at 
Michigan State University - 
one of those professionals. 
Dr. George J. Wallace, a 
long time Crawford County 
resident, taught thousands of 
Students the basics of or- 
nithology. Meeting at 6:00 
a.m. (not the best time of 
day for a college student) for 
several hours afield with 
binoculars, Dr. Wallace led 
Students far and wide. 
through south central Mich- 
igan. It was easy to see that 
he was a man who enjoyed 
his work. 

In addition to his work 
with students, Dr. Wallace 
conducted research on the 
MSU campus which even- 
tually improved the world in 
which we all live. His studies 
on the effect of pesticides on 
birds was the basis for 
Rachel Carson’s ‘‘Silent 
Spring’. This important 
book pointed out the long 
term environmental effects 
of such poisons as DDT. For 
that, we should all be thank- 
ful. 

Although I was not one of 
Dr. Wallace's better stu- 
dents, and he doesn't 
remember me among all the 
rest, I owe him a lot because 
of what I picked up from 
him. 

I still can’t tell the dif- 
ference between all of the 
warblers, though.

‘lee Iacocca from one of his long-standing 
jobs restoring the Statue of Liberty seem- 
ed to turn time backward. 
:: Wielding the axe on the Chrysler chair- 
‘man was Donald Hodel, secretary of the 
interior, who ranks several dozen points 
‘below Mr. Jacocea on any applause and/or 
Fecognition scale that would compare the 
‘two gentlemen. 

:- It seems as if Mr. Hode} finally decided 
‘that it was a potential conflict of interest 
for Mr. Iacocca to hold two Statue of Liber- 
ty jobs at the same time — both as chair- 
man of the federal Statue of Liberty - Ellis 
Island Centennial Commission and as head 
of the private Statue of Liberty - Ellis Is- 
land Foundation, Inc., which is raising the 
money for the restoration. 

: Mr. Hodel is a bit slow on the uptake. Mr. 

[acocea has been holding both jobs for four 
years, which adds to the wondrous nature 
of the recent firing. 
. MR. HODEL’S ACTION harks back to 
the days of his predecessor, the Hon. 
James Watt, who riled enough feathers 
around the country with some of his 
actions and words that he finally decided 
to settle for the considerably less rigorous 
confines of private life. 

Mr. Watt, you may recall, once admitted 
(or was if a boast?) that one of his ad- 
visory groups went all the way on the mat- 
ter of equality, including among its mem- 
bership a woman, a black, a Jew and a 
cripple, or something like that. Instead of 
placating minority groups, the Watt 


remark made everybody mad, and Mr. 


Watt left the cabinet shortly thereafter. 

. Mr. Hodel’s action in dismissing Mr. 
Iacocca seems to have the same effect on 
the public, which generally speaking 
seems to be siding with Mr. Iacocca in the 
current brouhaha. 

.MR. IACOCCA himself was pretty upset 
about the matter. He claimed his dismissal 
aS head of the government advisory panel 
on the Statue of Liberty “borders on being 
un-American.” That characterization is a 
bit extreme, but Mr. Iacocca has never 
been known for understatement. He never 
would have sold all those cars if he was 
circumspect in such matters. 

‘Mr. Iacocca seems to think he was fired 
because he doesn’t like some of the plans , 
Mr. Hodel apparently is considering about 


& developing Ellis Island, such as something

Mr. Iacocca calls a luxury hotel. 

“That’s not part of the deal we made 
with the American people,” Iacocca said.

THERE ARE THOSE observers unkind 
enough to suggest that somebody in the 
Reagan Administration (Perhaps George 
Bush? Maybe Donald Regan?) who want- 
ed to dump Iacocca now so that he would 
not be so much in the spotlight when the 
Fourth of July celebration for the refur- 
bished Statue of Liberty rolls around. 

There are those who suggest that politics 
is somehow involved, because some 
Republicans fear Mr. Iacocca as a 
prospective Democratic presidential can- 
didate. 

But Mr. Hodel insists he acted all alone 
in the matter. And Mr. Regan also insists 
that Mr. Hodel acted all alone. And so do 
such White House spokespersons as Larry 
Speakes and others of an unidentified 
nature. 

SOME OBSERVERS don’t buy this line 
of argument, however. For example, the 
Palm Beach (Fla.) Post opined in Mr. 


Iacocca’s favor: ‘“‘He’s obviously doing a 
dand ich of both (assignments) and the 


Republicans might have been wiser to let 
him alone. When Ford Motor Co. fired him 
in 1978, he promptly put Chrysler back in 
the automobile business. This time he 
might get mad enough to put the Demo- 
crats back in the White House.” 

That may be a bit strong, but the essence 
is there. 

Did Mr. Hodel act on his own? Would an 
administration where power is as cen- 
tralized as it always has been in the 


Reagan Administration permit a relative- 


ly unknown cabinet officer to dump a per- 
son of Iacocca’s stature all by himself, 
without prior knowledge higher up...in- 
deed, without direction from higher up? | —

Mercy Hospital Recruiting 
Volunteer for Auxiliary 


A recruitment effort is un- 
derway at Mercy Hospital, 
Grayling for area residents 
interested in serving as 
volunteers through the Hos- 
pital Auxiliary, according to 
Mrs. Donna Pflum, Coordi- 
nator of Volunteer Services. 

“If you have extra time on 
your hands and are willing to 


‘ share your smiles, friendli- 


ness and positive attitude 
with our patients and their 
families, you have the quali- 
fications to become an Auxi- 
lian at Mercy Hospital,” said 
Mrs. Pflum. ‘‘We need more 
volunteers to spend time in 
several areas of the hos- 
pital.” » 

Mrs, Pflum, a Roscommon 
resident, began working at 
Mercy last fall when the 
need to develop the existing 
volunteer program at the 
hospital was realized. She 
helps coordinate the activi- 
ties of the Mercy Hospital 
Auxiliary along with presi- 
dent of the group, Jan Har- 
vey of Grayling. Residents in 
the Mercy Hospital service 
area...from St. Helen to Gay- 
lord...are cordially invited to 
become active Auxilians. 

Membership fees are only 
$3 annually, and the pro- 
ceeds are used to purchase 
needed equipment for the 
hospital. Fundraisers are 
held throughout the year, 
sponsored by the Auxiliary, 
and an estimated $6,000 is 
donated to the hospital an- 
nually for needed medical 
equipment. 

Auxiliary meetings are 
held the second Thursday of 
every month at 1:30 p.m. in 
the hospital’s Riverside 
Room. Participation in the 
meetings is encouraged but 
is not mandatory, Mrs. 
Pflum explained. 

“Many of our Auxilians 
prefer to spend their time 
working in the hospital and 
don’t attend the monthly 
meetings, although it is en- 
couraged,’’ she _ said. 
“Currently there are over 
100 Auxilians working in the 
hospital for the benefit of our 
patients and their families.” 

Mercy Hospital’s Auxi- 
liary operates the hospital 
gift shop located in the main 
entrance lobby. Auxilians 
volunteer their time there 
and also at the information 
desk, medical library, and at 
Mercy Manor, the hospital’s 
extended care facility. 

Future areas for volunteer 
services include the infant 
car seat education program 
within the Obstetrics 
Department at Mercy, in 
clerical areas, at the surgi- 
cal floor family waiting 
area, the mobile patient 
library and gift cart, and 
assisting patients with menu 
selections. Mrs. Pflum is

Michigan’s Adjutant General Vern An- 


drews returned recently from a four day. 


fact finding mission to Central America. 
Departing with Andrews on February 17 
were Warren Hoyt, Executive Director of 
the Michigan Press Association, Blair 
Bedient, publisher of daily newspapers in 
Albion and Marshall, and nine members of 
the Michigan Legislature. They included: 
Senator Kirby Holmes, R-Utica, and 
Representatives Mickey Knight, R-Muske- 
gon; Charles Mueller, R-Linden; Ralph 
Ostling, R-Roscommon; Richard Fitz- 
patrick, D-Battle Creek; Michael Nye, R- 
Litchfield; Philip Hoffman, R-Horton; 
Robert Bender, R-Middleville, and Perry 
Bullard, D-Ann Arbor. 

Primary purpose of the trip was to view 
training exercises being conducted in 
Honduras by Michigan Army National 
Guard personnel of 119th Field Artillery’s 
B Battery, based in Albion. . 

The Michigan Army Guard arranged the 
trip with U.S. Defense Department ap- 
proval, to try to offset some of the negative 
publicity surrounding the United States’ 
activities in Central America. 


The Michigan legislators and members 


of the press were flown on a Georgia Air 
National Guard C-130 Hercules from Bat- 
tle Creek Air National Guard Base to 
Panama, where they received intensive 
briefings by high ranking military officials 
of the U.S. Southern Command including 
its Commander in Chief (four star) 
General John 8, Galvin. 

In response to critics who say the Army 
Guard’s participation in Honduras is 
engineered to provoke an attack by 
Nicaraguans, the legislators were told this 
was false. Lt. General Emmett Walker 


stated “‘They’re wrong. We are training 


our soldiers to be as qualified as possible.”’ 
He went on to say that to read and listen to 
some of the comments you’d think training 
the Guard overseas was something new. 
“It isn’t. We’ve been training Guard units 
overseas for years — in Central America 
and around the world — in 44 countries.”’ 
Asked about the safety of Michigan 
Guardsmen in Honduras, Adjutant 


General Vern Andrews said, “they are as . 


safe in Honduras as in any of the other 
countries we’ve trained in around the 
world.” He pointed out that more than 
20,000 Army National Guard soldiers have 


trained in Central America in the past 


three years without a single incident, and 
that the host country will provide the 
security. 

He also cited the humanitarian needs 
provided by. the Guard’s service there. 
U.S. medical personnel inoculate and treat 
natives and livestock in the region, while 
military engineering units build miles of 
badly needed roads. All of which, Andrews 
said, helps build good will with our Central 
American neighbors as well as provide 
meaningful and readiness training for our 
troops. 

Following the series of day-long brief- 
ings in Panama, the group was flown to 
Palmerola Air Base in Central Honduras

as well as that of our Guardsmen down.

Representative Michael Nye said he 
found the briefings to be one of the high- 
lights of the trip, stating they were ‘‘com- 
prehensive and informative.’’ He also 
said, ‘the experience leaves me with a tre- 
mendous feeling of confidence in the com- 
petence and ability of the ranking military 
command in the area.” 

General Andrews pointed out that ‘‘the 
National Guard represents 46% of total 
U.S. combat ready strength.”’ Citing the 
fact, most legislators in the group agreed 
that this type of training exercise and 
deployment experience is necessary and 
underscores the role of the National Guard 
in the nation’s total defense policy. 

As the giant plane touched down on the 
frigid, snow-banked runways at Battle 
Creek, everyone agreed the fact finding 
mission which concluded in sunny, 90 


degree Honduras earlier that day wasn’t 


quite long enough! 


The Many Towers of Babel

The fabeled city of Baby- 
lon was not as old as her 
satellite sisters (Ur, Sumer, 
Nippur) when word of her 
first appeared in Biblical 
history. The highly-cultured 
civilizations of the Mesopo- 
tamian states, having been 
profoundly influenced by the 
sophisticated non-Semitic 
Sumerian priesthood of Anu, 
served as mature nodels for 
a rising Babylonian Empire. 
This fact deals a serious 
blow to the Old Testament 
tests which claim the earth 
was inhabited by those 
sharing a common language 
and reot stock. 

Nonetheless, the first 
Semitic dynasty was that of 
Sargon, the Akkadian King, 
and was established between 
2380-2180 B.C. When the city- 
states of Mesopotamia were 
invaded and later fell under 
the dominion and protection 
of the western Semitic 
tribes, (Amorites and 
Aramaenas), the Chaldean 


Magi, who had absorbed the - 


Sumerian traditions, related 
well to the nomadic in- 
vaders, the tribes simply 
appropriating Sumer’s 
higher state of civilization. 


_ Gradually the acculturation 


of east and west became 
complete in the 8th century 
B.C., and an enormous pan- 
theon of astrologically- 
inspired divinities appeared 
with Marduk rising as the 
supreme diety, naming 
Ishtar as his chief goddess 


and heavenly consort. Ahost | 


of lesser dieties attended the 
heavenly pair, and as Baby- 
lon grew in prominence, so 
arose a complex of temples 
honoring all of the Mesopo- 
tamian gods. It is now known 
that the great lawgiver, 
Hammurabi (1728-1686 B.C.) 
was the first to elevate Baby- 
lon as his capitol, the older 
cities of Sumer and Ur being 
consigned to a lesser position 
of importance, even though 
they were of greater anti- 
quity. 

The Assyrian Semites of 
Nineveh, being the most 
hated and feared people of 
that age, were constantly 
warring upon their more cul- 
tured neighbors, skinning 
their prisoners alive while 
impaling others on sharp 
stakes for sport. It would 
make for tedious reading to 
relate the number of times 
Babylon fell under seige 
down through the centuries 
and by whom, but it has now 
been archeologically estab- 
lished that it was Senne- 
cherib, the Assyrian king,

Fruits and Vegetables are 
Basic to Good Nutrition

Good nutrition is just a bite 
away — a bite into those 
crisp, refreshing, sweet, 
crunchy foods called fruits 
and vegetables. 

Americans are becoming 
more ond of this food group, 
but many people still eat less 
than the recommended four 
servings per day. 

Fruits and vegetables are

the major sources of vita- 
mins A and C in our diets. 
They also provide other vita- 
mins and minerals and are 
an important source of fiber. 

Recent research indicates 
that eating enough fruits and 
vegetables not only provides 
nutrients, but may also help 
prevent chronic health prob- 
lems. This does not mean 
eating fruits and vegetables 
is a cure-all, but it does 
mean that a balanced diet 
may be even more important 
than we previously thought. 

Those of us who are par- 
ents should encovrage our 
children to develop a posi- 
tive attitude toward good 
nutrition, including eating 
fruits and vegetables. Child- 
ren who won’t touch cooked 
carrots or spinach may 
devour “finger food’’ such as 
raw carrot sticks, apple 
slices, cherry tomatoes and 
soon. 

Children who are eXposed 
to wide variety of fruits and 
vegetables and are allowed 
to experiment with them are 
more willing to eat ther. 

Children may be interest- 
ed in learning which fruits 
and vegetables are good 
sources of which nutrients.

flowers in the same lard. The 
leaves and flowers of sweet 
clover (Melilotus officinalis) 
are boiled in lard and said to 
be useful in ‘all kinds of 
ulcers, inflammations, 
burns, etc.”’ R.S. Cheney 
Co., 1900. 

ARBOR VITAE: The com- 
mandant of Fort St. Frederic 
could never sufficiently 
praise its excellent for rheu- 
matic pains. He told me he 
had often seen it tried, with 
remarkable good success, 
upon several persons, in the 
following manner. The fresh 


leaves are pounded in a mor- 
tar, and mixed with hog’s 
grease, or any other grease. 
This is boiled together till it 
becomes a salve, which is 
spread on linen, and applied 
to the part where the pain is.

Uniform House-Numbering Ordinance 
Crawford County Ordinance No. 86-1 


Introduction 

In order to uniformly assign and maintain house numbers 
and provide for easy identification of those numbers for the 
various purposes and to promote the health, safety and welfare 
of the citizens of the County of Crawford, the County of Craw- 
ford enacts its Uniform House-Numbering Ordinance as follows: 

Section 1: THERE [S HEREBY CREATED the Crawford 
County Uniform House-Numbering Ordinance. 

Section 2: Definitions as used in the Ordinance: 

Section 2.1: House Number shall mean the number assigned 
to consecutive intervals along a street or road pursuant to the 
Number Assignment Formula contained herein. 

Section 2.2: The “Number Assignment Formula" as found 
herein is defined as follows: 

Beginning from the point of origin a house number shall be 
assigned for each interval, with each interval on the right-hand 
side of the roadway as one leaves the point of origin being 
assigned an even number, and each interval on the left-hand side 
as one leaves the point of origin being assigned an odd number. 
The numbers assigned shall increase consecutively by an incre- 
ment of two (2) for each interval. fntervals shall run North, 
South, East and West or diagonally from the point of origin. 

Section 2.3: As used herein, ''Primary Structure” shal} in- 
clude but not be limited to: residential building, mobile home 
park, commercial building, industrial building, office building, 
public building, well, field pump, utility, lighted billboard, and 
lighted outdoor display/storage facility. 

Section 2.4: “Interval” as used above means a distance 
along a roadway covered by this Ordinance of 5.28 feet, there 
being 1000 intervals per mile (5.280 feet). Intervals of greater or 
lesser length than 5.28 feet may be determined by dividing the 
actual distance of the mile section by 1000. 

Section 2.5: Point of Origin as used herein means the inter- 
section of an East-West base line and a North-South base line 
from where all intervals begin. The North-South, Kast-West in- 
tersection in Crawford County shall be the intersection of North 
Down River Road and Thendara Road. 

Section 2.6: Display as used herein is the manner the house 
number is affixed to a Structure or otherwise displayed when af- 
fixing to a structure is not. adequate visually so that it is readily 
identifiable pursuant to provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 2.7: Diagonal Roads as used herein, are roads whose 
course does not run in either an approximate North-South or 
East-West direction. 

Section 3: House Number Display. 

Section 3.1: Display of House Number - Hach primary struc- 
ture shall display a house number. A house number shall not be 
displayed containing numbers less than 3 inches (7.62 centi- 
meters) in height. It shail be visible from the roadway named in 
the address, and all house numbers shall be in Arabic numerals. 

Section 3.2: The Building and Zoning Department of Craw- 
ford County is hereby empowered to promulgate rules for house 
number display. Said rules shall be effective upon approval of 
the Crawford County Board of Commissioners. 

Section 4: House Numbering System. 

Section 4.1: There is hereby created within the Department 
of Building and Zoning for Crawford County a House-Number- 
ing System. The Building and Zoning Director shall be the direc- 
tor of the House-Numbering System and shall draft rules and 
regulations for the operation of the House-Numbering System 
and the assignment and placing of house numbers for “all inter- 
vals along roadways emanating from the point of origin, in- 
cluding diagonal roads, pursuant to this Ordinance. Said rules 
and regulations shall be approved by the Crawford County 
Board of Commissionors before they Lake effect 

Section 4.2: The Ot FC 
shal! be used to number properties along the portions of the des- 
cribed road {attached list identified as “A") regardless of 
whether the property being numbered is located within the 

City’s boundaries or within a township's boundaries. 

The City’s house-numbering system may also be used to 
number township properties along other streets and roads that 
border the City and extend into the townships.

Section 4.3: The House-Numbering System Director shall 
cause to be created and maintain an accurate map of all roads 
within Crawford County and shall make house numbers avail- 
able for each interval along the roadway. Said map shall be the 
official repository of said house number assignments. 

Section 4.4: House numbers shall not be assigned along any 
public road until a name for said road has been approved by the 
Crawford County Road Commission. House numbers shall not 
be assigned along any unplatted private road or access easement 
of record where the name of said unplatted private road or access 
easement has not been registered with, and approved by, the 
County Road Commission. 

Section 4,5: Existing house numbers which do not comply 
with the Crawford County House-Numbering System may be 
changed either at the request of the property owner or his or her 
agent(s) upon approval of the House-Numbering Administration 
or such change may be initiated by the County. When a change is 
initiated by the County, the property owner shall be notified, in 
writing. 30 days prior to the time the new number shall become 
the official number for the interval{s) of the property in question. 

Section 4.6: The Director shall, upon application by a land: 


- owner, assign @ house number and approve the display; provided 


said display is consistent with the provisions for display as con- 
tained herein. ‘ 

Section 5: Enforcement. 

Section 5.1: A person who violates ithe provisions of this Or- 
dinance shali be punishable by a fine of not more than $50.00 or 
imprisonment for not more than one (1) day, or both such fine 
and imprisonment, and each day that a violation occurs shall be 
deemed a separate offense. 

Section 5.2: Procedures to enforce this Ordinance may be 
commenced not sooner than fifteen (15) days after written 
notification by the Director of the House-Numbering System. 

Section 6: Except as otherwise provided herein this Ordi- 
nance shall affect only property located along roadways found in 
the unincorporated areas within the County of Crawford, and 
shall not be deemed effective as to property located within the 
boundaries of any incorporated village or city within Crawford 
County. 

Section 7: No portion of this Ordinance shall be applied so as 
to interfere with the activities of any city, township or village, 
and should any application of the provisions of this Ordinance 
interfere with any affair of any city, village or township within 
Crawford County, said application shall be void and of no effect. 

Section 8: Effective Date. 

Section 8.1: The effective date of this Ordinance shall be 
immediately upon the approval of the Governor of the State of 
Michigan, or should the Governor fail to approve same, upon 
final passage by the Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 
whichever shall first occur.
